The mineral monazlte Is the prin­ 
cipal source of the rare earth oxide, 
fhoria, which has In recent years come 
finto wide use In the manufacture of 
mantles 
for incandescent gaslights. 
Some of the other rare earth metals 
found in wonazite also have a small 
commercial application. 
Thua the dis­ 
covery by Von Welsbnch that alloys of 
Iron with cerium and lanthanum and 
other constituents of monazlte emit 
large 
aud 
brilliant 
sparks 
when 
scratched by a file has been put to 
practical use. 
These alloys are now 
used in patent gaslighting apparatus, 
says a bulletin of the geological sur­ 
vey. 
Monazlte occurs originally In the 
form of small grains and crystals as 
an accessory mineral of the granites 
and gneissic rocks of some regions, but 
it is usually obtained from placer de­ 
posits in tho form of sand derived 
from tile disintegration of these rocks. 
Tile world’s supply has been obtained 
for many years from Brazil and the 
United States. 
In Brazil monazlte has 
been mined from the beaches along the 
seacoast, but In the United States it 
has come from stream and creek grav­ 
el deposits in 
North Carolina 
and 
South Carolina. 
Large deposits have 
been found in Idaho, but these have 
not yet been used as a source of sup­ 
ply.

SCOUTS FEARS OF FARMERS 


Defends the Course of the President 


and Urges Adoption of Hio Pulp and 


Paper Amendment. 


Washington, June 22.—In an able 
speech in the senate Senator Root 
came out lr favor of the Canadian 
reciprocity agreement. 
He declared 
President Taft did not exceed his au­ 
thority in any way in negotiating it. 
Mr. Root also spoke in favor of his 
amendment to the wood pulp and pa­ 
per provision of the hill, to which 
President Taft is opposed 
on 
the 
ground that it might jeopardize the 
entire agreement. 
Senator Root was 
listened to with the greatest atten­ 
tion. 
He insisted that the president bad 
followed the practice ordinarily fol­ 
lowed by the diplomatic and executive 
officers of the government in giving 
assurance to other governments that 
certain things would or would not be 
done. He declared: 
“The 
president 
has 
followed 
a 
course entirely within his power, In 
accordance with precedents and strict­ 
ly within the limitations of official 
proprieties. 
This is in no sense a 
treaty. 
It is one of those informal 
temporary 
arrangements 
made 
be­ 
tween executives of two governments 
for the effective conduct of negotia­ 
tions in regard to internal affairs. 
“I think the farmers of the country 
are unduly apprehensive. 
I believe 
this reciprocity agreement will be for 
the best and the permanent interest 
of our country, and I must be for It.” 
Mr. Root said he believed the an­ 
ticipated dangers to the farmers along 
the northern border had been greatly 
exaggerated. 
Reciprocity, 
he 
said. 
would result ultimately in benefit to 
the entire country. 


Replies to Opposition. 
The senator made a direct reply to 
Republican senators who had Intimat­ 
ed that the passage of the measure 
would be followed by reprisals that 
might result in the pulling down of 
the protective tariff system, 
“When these men and their constit­ 
uents view the subject later, calmly 
In the interests of the whole coun 
try,” said Mr, Root, “they will forget 
their revenge* and vote in accordance 
with those principles " 
Senator Root said no one could be 
blind to the change of sentiment in 
the country upon the tariff question 
The Canadian agreement, he said, ne 
gotlated in a Republican administra­ 
tion and harked by a general popular 
support was a great evidence of thin 
change. 
"There Is not the least possibility 
unless there is another revolution of 
sentiment," said Senator Root, ”thar 
the people will ever permit their cost 
of livtng to be increased by duties on 
their ordinary foodstuffs, when the 
consumption equals the limit of pro 
deletion in this country." 
Senator Bailey asked why the tariff 
should t»e retained on clothing, if re 
moved from food products. 
Senator Pool answered that food 
was the greater necensity and that 
dual consideration was undesirable 
Senator Dixon, of Montana, inter­ 
rupted to say that his opposition to the

"But there is nothing to prevent this 
country going as far as it likes in cut­ 
ting down other duties,” declared Sen­ 
ator Root, ‘i f it is found that the du 
ties on New York's manufactured pro 
ducts are unjustly high, then those 
duties ought to he, and probably will 
Ice cut down.” 
‘’Do you not believe this bill wilt be 
a step toward still freer trade with 
Canada in the future?” asked Senator 
Williams, of Mississippi. 
“ I do,” said Senator Root. "I hope, 
as did the house when it passed this 
bill, that other steps will he taken to 
open still further the doors to mutual 
trade.”

Hives," and ordered that it be dis 
solved. 
The bills against United States Sen­ 
ator Henry A. Dupont aud fourteen 
other delendantu were dismissed. This 
is the celebrated suit of the govern 
naent against the powder trust for ai 
leged violation of the Sherman anti­ 
trust act. 
The court has fixed O d. 16 as the 
date for hearing argum ents as to bow 
the combination shall be dissolved. 
in his decision Judge iatnning de­ 
cides 
that a num ber of 
companies 
forming the combination have com­ 
mitted certain acts whidi make it il­ 
legal and in violation ut the Sherm an 
anti trust law 
Judge lim n in g heard Die case, with 
Judge Gray and Judge Buffington. Tne 
trial was held in Wilmington, but the 
Philadelphia witnesses, for ttieir con 
veuien* e, 
presented 
their testimony 
tielore a com m issioner who sat in that 
city. 
Judge i.anniug 
wa* 
d e l e g a t e d to 
write the court's opinion. 
The decision, following closely upon 
those of the suprem e court in the to­ 
bacco and Standard Oil cases, is re 
garded as a great victory for the gov 
em inent. The trial of Die powder case, 
begun m Wilmington in IW*»7. attra* ted 
widespread attention. Hearings before 
United 
States 
commissioners were 
held in half a dozen cities and a great 
mass of testim ony was taken 
William A. Glasgow, of Philadelphia, 
and .lames Scarlet, of Danville. Pa.. 
ap|>eared as spe( ial counsel for the 
government. 
William H 
Button was 
of counsel for the defense. 
It was alleged by the goveinm ent 
that from 1872, when the Dupont con 
cern and other subsidiary companies 
formed an association for controlling 
Die powder industry, until l!t'»7, when 
the suit 
was brought, the so-called 
trust gained a monopoly of the trade 
It was also declared that the ‘ com 
bination” fixed prices and otherwise 
ailed in restraint of trade. All these 
charges were denied by the company, 
through its chief counsel, former Sen­ 
ator Spooner, of Wisconsin, who made 
the chief argum ent tor the IHipoiit 
and its allied companies, whose num­ 
ber was fixed at sixteen by the fed­ 
eral, government.
